In the midst of all the vicissitudes 
and changes of life how blessed it is 
to know there is 
One 
who 
never 
changes! Friends 
may fall us, loved 
ones may forsake 
us, 
health 
may 
leave 
us, money 
may take wings 
and 
fly 
away, 
times and clrcura- 
s t a n c e s 
m a v 
change, we, even 
ourselves, be 
al­ 
tered, 
but 
the 
Lord Jesus Christ 
is the unchanging 
apii unchangeable 
One. 
Our 
text tells 
us that what Jesus Christ was yester­ 
day, 
tic is today, and what he is today 
he will.be forever; and what he will 
tx* forever lie always has been. Let us 
take these three expressions concern­ 
ing our Lord, which divide time up in­ 
to past, present and future, and permit 
them to direct our thought concerning 
ourselves and the Lord Jesus Christ. 
First, there Is the yesterday of our 
lives. 
That covers all the past up to 
the present moment. 
Looking back 
over It, it seems almost infinite in its 
reach, aud yet we are told that the 
longest life is after all only as the 
span of a man’s hand, as a vapor that 
pn*seth away, or as a tale that is told. 
But what a sweep tile yesterday of our 
life se ('ins to have, as we think of it. 
So much has happened, and so much 
in it has been imperfect and unsatis­ 
factory, and, let us speak it frankly, 
sinful. 
Now it is behind us, and, so 
far as we have any power over 
it, it is unalterable. We cannot change 
it if we would, neither can we undo it. 
nor wipe it out. What we have been 
and what we have done in the yester­ 
day of our lives is unalterable, and we 
are absolutely helpless, of ourselves, 
concerning it. 
It is right livre that- the Lord Jesus 
Christ is ready to come in, if we will 
only let him, and save us from tile sins 
of our yesterday. What we cannot do 
he Is able and willing to do for us. 
These three expressions of time 
concerning Jesus Christ are tile tin*.. < 
tenses of salvation which he provides 
those who trust him. 
He saves them 
from their past sins. 
No matter how 
vile or sinful a life may have been, he 
has made ample provision by his death 
on the cross for the yesterday of that 
life that accepts him as Saviour. “In 
whom we have redemption through Ids 
blooth the forgiveness of sins.” 
Second, there is the today of our 
lives. That is, the eternal now of lift* 
that we call the present. Life is not 
simply a 
past 
record 
that needs 
straightening out; it is a present thing 
that has to be lived, and every mo­ 
ment, as it comes, is the now of life. 
Even with the 
past cared for by 
Christ, we constantly face the present 
with 
its problems,* difficulties and 
temptations. Having lived in the past, 
we know’ that unless there be given us 
some power in the present not found 
in ourselves we shall not he able to 
live so that when the present becomes 
the past it shall not be as the deplor­ 
able yesterday. 
Thank God, the One who Is willing 
and able to deliver us from the yester­ 
day of <nir lives is just as willing and 
able to deliver us today. 
Now, this 
very moment, “Ile ever liveth to make 
intercession for us.” The apostle puts 
it clearly jvhen he says (Homans 
5:10): “For if when we were enemies 
we w’ere reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son, much more being 
reconciled we shall he saved by his 
life.” What life? Not his past life of 
thirty-three years on earth, brit by bis 
present lire, communicated to those 
who become united to him by faith, so 
that he imparts to them his own life, 
aud thus saves them from their sins. 
This is the present tense of salvation 
which Christ provides those who trust 
him. 
Third, there is the eternity of our 
lives. 
That is the period when time 
for us is no more. Life on earth has 
been finished, and we have entered 
upon the ages of the ages. What then? 
Who will be our Saviour? Is there one 
able to save us in the future? Yes, 
thank God, the very One who, if we 
have made him by faith our Saviour, 
has saved us from our yesterday, and 
is saving tis today, will be our Saviour 
forever. 
This is the future tense of 
salvation, for Christ is the unchange­ 
able One who “Is able to save to the 
uttermost all who come unto God by 
him.” 
This blessed fact is plainly 
stated by the apostle: “Much more 
then, being now justified by his blood, 
we shall be saved from wrath through 
him.”

The present season has a fond­ 
ness for loose panel effects, both on 
gowns and on suit coats. 
Some­ 
times, in connection with gowns, these 
panels will reach from the neck far 
to the bottom of the skirt, 
being 
caught just a bit at the waistline, in 
order to hold their shape.

panels occasionally widen

into almost military capes. 


Hemstitching i> such an old 
per­ 
haps one might almost say ancient— 
method of decorative ■Bitching, that 
it -(‘ems almost a- though every one 
must know how t<( do it: neverthe­ 


less, atter all, it Is not such an un­ 
common thing to hear -ome woman 
say that she “would like to iieui- 
stitch those curtains, or that towel 
or 
pillowcase-—if univ 
-lie knew 
how!” 
So, 
doubtless, 
there 
arc 
some who will welcome s p e c i fic di­ 
rections. 
Suppose otic begins with a table 
runner of linen; 
that is about 
as 
simple as anything one could find. 
Each <’nd, of Course, must be hem­ 
stitched. 
The first thing to do is to 
he sure that the linen is cut evenly, 
that is, by a thread. 
Then the size 
of the hem must lie decided upon 
and twice that distance, with almost 
a quarter of an inch more for the 
first turning, allowed before begin­ 
ning 
to pull the 
threads for 
the 
hemstitching. 
That distance meas­ 
ured off carefully at each end, the 
business of pulling threads begins. 
One cannot make hard and fast 
rules for the number to be drawn 
out, 
because of the 
difference of 
the size of threads in various fa b ­ 
rics. 
lf the material 
is a coarse, 
heavy.-thread 
weave, 
very 
few 
threads need be pulled, while if it is 
of a fine, close, delicate-thread tex- 
lure, 
runny more must 
be drawn. 
Then, 
of 
course, 
the 
individual 
worker 
must 
decide whether 
she 
wants her hemstitching to be nar­ 
row or wide, and gauge the number 
of threads she draws accordingly. 
In deciding this, she must, if she 
will have her work as beautiful as 
possible, use a nice sense of pro­ 
portion. considering the width of the 
hem and also the width aud length 
of the scarf itself. 
Tho t h r e a d s drawn, next the hem 
should be 
folded, first the 
narrow 
turning to conceal the raw edges of 
stray threads poking themselves out 
to 
survey 
the 
finished 
product. 
About a quarter of an inch, in a 
coarse fabric, or an eighth or a Iit- 
tlp more, in a fine material, is usu­ 
ally enough. When the hem is b ast­ 
ed down carefully, it a edge placed 
evenly along the nearer edge of the 
drawn space it is time to begin the 
actual Ii em st itching. 
Now the runner should be taken in 
the loft hand, 
being held 
with the 
wrong s i d e toward the person sow­ 
ing and with the space from which 
the 
liori zoo tai 
threads have 
been 
drawn placed over and along the 
forefinger. 
Thread the needle and 


fasten the end of the thread secure­ 
ly in under the firsi fold of the hem, 
being sure that no knot is in evi­ 
dence or can work its way out of 
concealment. 
Then pass the needle 
from right to left behind a cluster 
of threads 
four or five, probably, 
unless the threads are too coarse, 
in 
which 
case 
three 
might 
be 
enough—and pull it through; pass 
it around those threads again and 
then draw the 
needle through 
the 
folded edge of the hem, being care­ 
ful, however, not to push it through 
the fabric behind the hem, and pull 
the 
thread tightly, 
thus drawing 
these four 
or five th rea d s 
into a 
compact 
group. 
Take the 
next 
group of threads, the same number 
every time, and proceed in the same 
way and so on until the whdle dist­ 
ance lins been covered, 
If 
doubly hemstitching 
is liked, 
and this is valuable in that it p r e ­ 
vents threads from further raveling 
of themselves from the side of the 
space opposite the hem, from which 
other horizontal threads have been 
removed, the process is exceedingly 
simple. 
One simply turns the end 
o! 
the runner 
around and 
hem­ 
stitches the opposite side of this op­ 
en, or semi-open, space, following 
tin* same method 
as on the 
other 
side except, of course, in this ea-t, 
the s titc h e s must loc taken directly 
through the scarf itself, there being 
no hem fold on this side. 
This is a 
very pretty finish for table runners, 
scarfs, sheets pillowcases, 
towels 
and such things, and is also being 
used much for lingerie and even for 
other clothes.

Bi agonal hemstitching is a simple

The first Woman’s Club Conven­ 
tion ever held in the Philippine Is­ 
lands was recently in session in the 
Province of Panganasiuan. 
Accord­ 
ing to information reaching the Flut­ 
ed States Department of Labor, the 
convention was attended bylfi'2 dele­ 


g a t e s , representing 52 clubs in the 
Province, and during the festival 
week as many as 302 club women 
registered at tile Woman’s Club booth 
in the exposition. 
The broad interest taken by tho 
women in this distant insular posses* 
aion of the Fritted States in all pro­ 
gressive measures for the betterment 
of women and children is illustrated 
in the series of resolutions adopted 
at the convention. 
These included 
(I) a resolution to recommend to 
the Philippine Legislature the estab­ 
lishment of a woman's bureau, with 
women directors charged with the 
duties of handling all women's club 
work in the islands; (2) a resolution 
to recommend that steps be taken to 
secure the 25,000 pesos allotted by 
the legislature for the provincial h o s ­ 
pital, and that one wing be devoted to 
Hie use of womenand children; (3) a, 
resolution indorsing the movement to 
pay a living wage to teachers; (4) a 
resolution for the extension of free 
medical examinations for school chil­ 
dren; (5) a resolution for teacher 
nurses in the schools; and (6) a res­ 
olution favoring prohibition, social 
hygiene movements, and equal op­ 
portunities for women.—U. S. Dept. 
of Labor.

More than a thousand tons of ex­ 
plosive, 31,(MX) 
bombs in 
all, were 
dropped by British and \meriean avia­ 
tors upon the lairs of Berman «ub- 
nmrinc and destroyer flotillas at (in­ 
tend, Bruges and Zeebrugge during the 
war, according to figures recently made 
public in London. 
The enormity of this .work of assail­ 
ing the raiders of French and English 
coast points may he comprehended 
when it is realized that it would re­ 
quire 25 frtiglit cars loaded to ca­ 
pacity to transport such an enormous 
quantity of explosives. 
In addition the aviation squadrons,
